The Georgia aud ane Its Busines. 

elsewhere in Tug Constirvution to-day 
will be found the details of the lease of 
the Georgia railroad by Mr.. Wadley, the 
pr sident of the Central. These details 
are given in a supplemental report by 
resident Phinizy, of the Georgia road. 

The annual report of l’resident Phin- 
izy has also been published, and it is a 
very interesting document. The busi- 
ness of the road, as compared with the 
previous year, shows an increase in gross 
earnings of $200,440.28, and an increase 
in expenditures of $188,993.58. The ex- 
penditures have been largely devoted to 
improvement in equipment. During the 
year 170 freight cars have been built in 
the company’s shops, and six conductor’s 
cars, two sleeping cars and three new 
freight locomotives of large capac- 
ity have been purchased. The 
larze increase in the volume of tonnage, 
as compared with last year, has 
necessitated the movement of a large 
number of trains. The increase in the 
mile tonnage amounts to 12,876,288 tons. 
The average rate for carrying freight was 
~ 15-100 cents per ton per mile against 
2 46-100 last year, showing a difference 
in favor of the publie of 33-100 of a cent 
jr mile. This was due partially tothe low 
rats at wuich competition forced the 
road to haul through freights, but Mr. 
Phinizy alimits that this saving is princi- 
pally due to the railroad commission, 
showing that the saving goes principally 
into the pockets of the people of Georgia. 

Another large item of expense which 
cannot be credited to the improve- 
ment fund, is the large number 
of train-accidents, the result of 
the extraordinary weather last winter. 
These accidents, thotgh not serious, 
amounted in the aggregate to a consider- 
able sum in the way of repairs. The 
road has on the way from England six 
thousand tons of steel rails, which will 
complete the laying of steel on the main 
line. Arrangements are also making for 
balkasting portions of the road, and it is 
thought that hereafter the expense ac- 
count w.A. show a large reduction. In- 
deed, 80 y have the affairs of the 
company ben managed, that the items 
of expense, so-ealled, are merely addi- 
tions to the value of the road; in other 
words, the expenses that have been in-

How Messrs, Sloan, Taylor and Fisher 
ameto Withdraw from the Syndi- 
cate to Lease the Georgia Railroad. 

Special to the News and Courier. 
Avovsta, May 10.—It was intimated 
several days ago that “there was a hitch 
somewhere in the Georgia railroad lease, 
the long conference of Mr. Wadley, Mr. 

Fisher, Mr. Phinizy aod a committee of 

directors of the road giving color to the 

report. To-day a called meeting of the direc 
tors of the road was held. There was a full 
board with the exception of Mr. L M. Hill 

The meeting lasted’ several hours At its 

conclusion, the foliowing facts were ascer 

tained: It will be remembered that when 
the agreement for the rentai of tbe road 
was muade a prime condition was that the 
lessees should caeposit $1,000,000 in United 

States bonds as security for the payment 

of the annual rental of $000,000 The 

lessees named were William M. Wadley, 

Samuel Sloan, Moses Taylor and J. H.
